More than one civic worker has as­ 
serted that a community of pleasant 
homes is a progressive one. 
The appearance 
of the 
homes

largely an index of the spirit of the 
people of the community. 
If 
these 
homes are modern both within 
and 
without, the owners are living in an 
environment that induces a spirit of 
progress. 
No man can live in an old, 
weatherbeaten, wornout 
house 
and 
be progressive. 
His environment 
is 
entirely against him— it subdues his 
spirit, fills him with a feeling of dis­ 
couragement and despair. 
This feel­ 
ing of depression is reflected in 
his 
attitude on life and his surroundings. 
It makes a poor town. 


The more modern the 
homes the 
more 
progressive

EFFICIENCY OF HEATING 
PLANT DEPENDS ON 
PROPER CIRCULATION 


No matter what type 
of heating 
plant you have down in your base- j 
ment, there is one thing 
you must 
kep constantly in mind: 
Its success 
depends on the law of circuit. 
The 
circulation must be constant. 
With warm air, for instance, cool j 
air enters the heating chamber and 
rises, passing through the warm air 
ducts and out into the rooms of 
the 
house. 
As it cools the air sweeps to 
the floor entering, the cold air regis­ 
ter and passing once more to the heat­ 
ing chamber. 
If this circuit is 
im- j 
peded the flow of air stops and 
the | 
heating ability of the furnace is im­ 
paired. 
The 
same 
law 
of circuits works 
with steam. 
Steam condenses 
as 
it 
cools and runs back to the boiler so 
more hot steam may enter the radi­ 
ator s. 
The hot w ater keeps in circu­ 
lation also if the house is to be kept 
warm. 
If you have a warm air furnace in 
your home, and they are very popu-' 
lar with small houses, make certain 
that the cold air ducts leading to the 
heating chamber around the fire box 
balances with the area off the warm 
air pipes leading to the various rooms 
of the house. 
It 
is obvious that the 
amount of air that enters the heating j 
chamber determines the amount 
o f ' 
warm air that comes out. 
If the flow i 
is restricted, then the supply of warm j 
air will not be adequate. 
Many home owners complain that 
they cannot heat distant rooms. 
The 
trouble invariably lies with a restrict­ 
ed circulation. 
The cold air ducts 
cannot supply the needed air and ac­ 
cordingly certain rooms go cold.

Des Moines after 2,775 hours and 46 minutes of continuous 
driving. 
When Governor Hammill, standing with Walter Ferrell, 
executive secretary of the Iowa Chapter of the American 
Automobile Association, gave the signal to stop, the Ford 
had traveled a total of 47,138.3 miles over all sorts of roads 
in all sorts of weather and had exceeded by 33,680 miles 


and more than 2,335 hours the American non-stop endur­ 
ance record which, theretofore officially recognized, was 
made by a much heavier car under almost ideal condi­ 
tions on the Indianapolis speedway last year. In the course 
of the endurance run, the car. known as “The City of bcs 
Moines,” covered practically the entire state of Iowa. 
Engineers who examined the Ford at the conclusion of 
the run asserted that neither engine nor chassis showed 
evidence of the gruelling strains to which they w'ere sub­ 
jected during the 116 days of continuous driving. Both 
apparently, according to the engineers, would have been 
good for another 50,000 miles or more.

The program for the older 
boys, 
that is, the boy from 15 years of age 
and up as provided for by the 
Boy 
Scouts of America is the Sea Scout 
Program. 
The promotion and carry­ 
ing out of this program is similar in 
nearly every way to land Scouting, 
the only essential difference being in 
the type of activities, uniform 
and 
requirements. 
The activities of the 
Sea Scouts are concerned with things 
connected 
with 
the 
water—swim­ 
ming, sailing, rowing, 
sea 
history, 
marlinspike 
seamanship, 
ground 
tackle, life aboard ship, rules of the 
road at sea, foreign commerce, na\ i- 
gation, piloting, signaling and cruis­ 
ing. 
The program is one that can 
be 
■arried on all year round. The week­ 
ly meetings throughout cold weath­ 
er during the late fall, winter and 
early spring, which are held indoors, 
are just as interesting in their way 
as the outdoor activities that make 
up 
the 
summer’s 
work. 
It 
was 
thought for some years after the first 
Sea Scout ships were organized that 
the program was designed tor 
the 
use of Scouts in communities locat­ 
ed on the Sea Coasts or on large bod­ 
ies of water. 
Such, 
however, 
has 
proven not to be the case. 
In tact, 
some of the best Sea Scout Units are 
those located inland. 
The National 
Flagship for 1929 was Birmingham, 
Ala., while Topeka, Kansas, 40 miles 
from water and in the driest State in 
the Union, held the honor for 1930. 
There are two methods of organiz­ 
ing Sea Scout Units, the Sea 
Scout 
Ship and the Sea Scout Patrol. 
The 
Sea Scout Ship is a separate Troop 
with a Scout membership of 9 to 36 
boys organized to carry out the Sea 
Scout Program. 
The Scout leader­ 
ship of a ship are defined collective­ 
ly as Sea Scouters and individually 
as 
Ship 
Committeemen, 
Skipper 
(Scoutmaster) 
Mates 
(Assistant 
Scoutmasters). 
1 hey are appointed 
and commissioned in the same man­ 
ner as provided for 
regular 
1 roop 
Scouters. 
Sea 
Scouting 
may 
be 
started 
within 
a 
Troop as a Sea 
Scout Patrol. 
In 
such 
cases 
the 
Troop must have an additional 
As­ 
sistant Scoutmaster who shall qual­ 
ify and be commissioned as a mate 
who shall be the leader of the Sea 
Scout Patrol under the authority of 
the Scoutmaster. 
This latter meth­ 
od is recommended for use in 
the 
Southeast Missouri Area Council. 
By organizing Sea Scout Patrols a 
program is provided for the 
older 
boy who has completed much ot the 
regular Scout program. 
It is 
re­ 
quired that any boy to engage in Sea 
Scouting must first become a 
h irst 
Class Scout and be 15 years of age. 
The ranks in Sea Scouting are Ap­ 
prentice Sea Scouts, Ordinary 
Sea 
Scout and 
Quartermaster. 
Special 
uniforms of blue or white are worn 
by Sea Scouts. 
While there are as yet no register­ 
ed Sea Scout Units in this Council, 
two Troops—Troop 9 of Cape Girar­ 
deau and 61 of Poplar Bluff 
have 
older Scouts who are 
working 
on 
the program. 
Sea Scouting has been 
uniformly successful throughout the 
country and is highly recommended 
as a program for older boys.

Per­ 
sons 10 years of age and over unable 
to read and write are counted as illi­ 
terates. 
The number of illiterates in 
the 
State ranges from 42 in Worth Coun­ 
ty to 12,331 in St. Louis City. 
The 
12 lowest ranking counties are: Scott, 
872; Mississippi, 067; Saline, 1089; 
Buchanan, 1094; Washington, 
1233; 
Stoddard, 
1297; St. Francis, 
1315; 
I Dunklin, 2029; 
St. 
Louis 
County, 
2082; New Madrid, 2188; 
Pemiscot, 
2765; 
Jackson 
(including 
Kansas 
1 City), 5907. 
The upper half of the counties in 
! the State have from 42 to 307 illiter- 
' ates only which makes the 2188 
of 
New Madrid County loom up large. 
However, the negro population of this 
county is largely responsible for this 
rating. 
So our problem is to raise the edu­ 
cational level of the colored race and 
we have already made some steps in 
that direction, one 
of 
which 
was 
checking on the qualifications of the 
colored teachers. 
Some are wondering what we are 
going to do about the low standard 


of our colored teachers. 
We do not 
know what we will eventually do but 
at present we are urging the 
weak 
teachres to study the common school 
subjects diligently 
until 
they 
are 
able to pass an eighth grade exami­ 
nation. 
And we will expect these teachers 
to gradually improve if they intend 
to stay in the 
profession.

teachers who rate low. 
For we find 
that some of our lowest rating teach­ 
ers have been brought in from out­ 
side of the county.

carry only Third Grade Special Cer­ 
tificates. 
However, we do not mean to say 
that all of the imported teachers rank 
low for some of them have had col­ 
lege training and are well prepared. 
And if teachers must 
be 
imported 
then good ones should 
be 
selected. 
We will make a special effort to keep 
a list of approved teachers for boards 
who inquire.

HOG KILLING TIME HERE WITH 
AD VE NT OF COLD WEATHER 


New Madrid, December

the com ing of cold weather, hog kill­ 
ing will come.

ful form ula for curing m eats prior to 
the 
sm oking 
stage. 
The following 
form ula is given by 
County 
Agent 
Scott M. Julian as one which is being 
used successfully by a number 
of 
farm ers in the county. 
Irrespective of the curing method 
or form ula used, it is advisable be­ 
fore curing to rub the surface of the 
m eat with fine sa lt and allow it 
to 
drain flesh side down for some six to 
12 hours. 
The following form ula is 
a dry cure m ethod: 
For every 100 


pounds of pork use 8 pounds salt 
2% pounds molasses or syrup made 
from sugar and applied hot, 2 ounces 
salt peter, 3 ounces black pepper, 2 
ounces red pepper. 
Mix ingredients 
well, rub The m ixture over the m eat 
thoroughly and pack 
aw ay, 
about 
the third day break the bulk and re­ 
pack to insure thorough contact with 
the cure m ixture, 
then 
allow 
the 
m eat to rem ain until the cure is com­ 
plete. 
This will take two days 
in 
the cure for every pound th a t the in­ 
dividual pieces of m eat weigh, 
for 
exam ple a 10-pound ham will take 
20 days. 
A fter curing h an g in smoke 
house without washing. 
If the meat 
is packed in tig h t barrels the liquid 
form ed will aid in curing the larger 
pieces of m eat which should be pack­ 
ed at the bottom . 
Some people 
a t­ 
te m p t to use the foregoing form ula 
w ithout the salt peter, but the 
re­ 
sults 
will 
not be satisfactory. 
Be 
sure to cook d ry cured pork well be­ 
fore it is eaten.

per farm of $235 from these am ounts 
leaves an income over feed costs of 
$235.46. 
The average feed costs per 
dozen eggs w as 12c and the average 
sale price was 17c.

best feeding methods, and had pro­ 
per sanitation and housing for

flocks.

over to the Bureau of Maintenance for its perpetual care. 
The details of supervision by the Bureau of Construction include 
the 
setting of line and grade stakes for the guidance of the contractor, inspec­ 
tion of the work and materials used, the interpretation of plans and specifi­ 
cations, the preparation of monthly pay estimates for the work done, 
the 
checking of revised estimates of quantities and plans for construction, and 
giving formal acceptance of the work when completed.
